In support of the accompanying Petition to Make Special, applicant declares as follows: 

1 . I am the applicant in the above-identified patent application. 

2. The invention of the above application will materially enhance the quality of the environment 
of human kind by contributing to conservation of natural resources, and protection of air and water 
quality. The invention will also materially contribute to energy conservation, in the manner 
described below. 

3. In the first regard, the invention of the above application is a method to build and 
manufacture structures while using less materials. In particular, the invention describes the 
construction of architectural shells without the use of framing materials, by relying on the improved 
stiffness of a curved surface. This will result in the elimination of framing lumber or other framing 
material in the shell. There is also an expected reduction of materials in the shell skin, by as much 
as 50%. The invention also provides cost savings, which will encourage its widespread adoption, 
with the result of substantial savings in the nation's forest resources, thereby enhancing water 
quality in forest areas, and improving air quality. 

4. In the second regard, the invention is spherical in form. This form provides lower heat 
transfer by exposing less surface per volume than other conventional structures. Energy will be 
saved by improving energy efficiency of architectural structures, and of cryogenic storage facilities. 
The invention reduces the cost of such spherical structures, which will encourage increased use 

of spherical forms, with resulting savings in energy.
